“Third—He was kept 
‘incommuni­ 
cado* in a solitary cell for 3Iii hours, 
in violation of his treaty rights, which 
limit such confinement to seventy-two 
hours. 
“Fourth—He (lied from congestion of 
the brain, produced by a blow on the 
top of the head. 
"F ifth—There are two stories con­ 
nected with the wound on the head. 
One that in a state of mental excite­ 
ment he ran across the cell 
as 
de­ 
scribed by one of the jailers, and butted 
his head on the door in a frantic ef­ 
fort to get out. 
Another, that lie was 
struck over the head with oue of the 
clubs carried by the jailers—by the im- j 
mediate watchman -w h o had probably J 
ordered him to cease his cries for re- I 
lief, and for his children, and upon his I 
not doing so, struck him with more 
force than he intended; or, it is pos­ 
sible the blow was delivered to make 
him confess or give evidence against 
others.”

Hundreds of Factories Destroyed In the 
Deoariment 
of Isere, and 
Thouss 
ands of Workmen Made Homeles- 
By the Sudden Rush 
of W ater — 
All Crops Are Destroyed. 


Paris. June 8.—The 
latest 
details 
from Grenoble, in the department of 
Isere, show’ that the desolation wrought 
by the cloudburst, which caused the 
River Morge to overflow its banks, is 
far 
more extended than w’as at first 
supposed. The deluge of water caused 
enormous landslides of trees and sand 
from the mountains into the valley, 
overwhelming houses, burying cattle 
and destroying 
other 
property. 
In 
many villages the fleeing inhabitants 
left everything behind them. 
Almost 
all the riverside factories were 
de­ 
stroyed. and no fewer than 500 work­ 
shops were wrecked. The town of Voi­ 
ron presents a lamentable appearance. 
All the bridges are gone and the streets 
are filled with masses of debris washed 
out from the factories 
and 
shops 
bales of cloth, rolls of silk and similar 
manufactured 
products—while 
the 
roads of the town and the district 
round about are simply impassable and 
choked with rocks and fallen trees or 
gullied with great washouts. 
Voiron is without gas, as the gas 
works have been destroyed. 
Many of 
the principal merchants are absolutely 
ruined, and thousands of workmen are 
not only without employment but with­ 
out shelter. 
So sudden was the onrush of waters 
that hundreds barely 
escaped 
with 
their lives. 
In many of the cafqs^and 
shops the occupants were up to their 
shoulders in water before they knew 
what had happened. 
It is reported that a family of six 
perished, but thus far only tw'o bodies 
have been found. 
Many stories 
are 
told of heroic rescues. 
Along the whole valley the crops are 
completely destroyed and the farms are 
all more or less damaged. 
As the wa­ 
ters slowly subside they leave behind 
great stretches of mud. in which the 
soldiers, aided by the inhabitants, are 
working ceaselessly at cutting 
chan­ 
nels to allow* the waters, gathered In 
to return to the river.
